The other indictments were dismiss- 
ed upon motion of the commonwealth 
and thus the case is ended.

In a raid JuBt before noon Wednes- 
day Federal Prohibition Agent Harry 
A. Ort and Deputy Sheriff Conrad P- 
Rasp obtained* quantity or moonshine 
liquor, mash and two large rermenters 
at the homes or two colored' men in 
the town of Washington. 

The home of Watt Moore, colored, 
was first visited by the officers. They 
were compelled to force the door to 
gain an entrance and as the officers en- 
tered Moore's wife poured the con- 
tents or a hair gallon fruit Jar into a 
ihreo gallon bucket of water sitting 
just inside the door.

To have tho change occur 
on the second Monday In March would 
mean a delay in the end sought of but 
two months at the outside. The sue- 
essful candidates would have about 
four months to cool off fter a cam- 
paign wherein passion and prejudice 
might have gained ascendency ovei 
r eason. That is not too long, and it ll 
a great improvement over the 1 
months now required before a uev. 
fongress convenes, unless an extra 
session is called. Therefore the second 
Monday In March for the annual con- 
venons of Congress ought to be the

NEW FARM ACCOUNT BOOK 

NOW HEADY FOB FARMERS. 

Loxin%ton, Ky. — Tho fift annual 

1 

edition of the Kentucky F"arm Account 
Dook, prepared by farm management 
specialists of the College of Agricul- 
ture, has just come off th epress and 
is ready for distribution to farmers of 
tho state, it has been announced here. 
Close to 3,000 of thp books were dis- 
tributed last year but It is expected 
that an even larger number of farmers 
in the Btate will keep records on their 
farm business during the coming year. 

With tho exception of a few .im- 
provements suggested by farmers who 
havo kept books, the now account book 
is similar to the one of lust year and 
contains 40 rageB. It provides space 
for Inventories of tho acreage and 
yield of crops, land, buildings, and 
fences, live stock, machinery, feeds, 
seeds and supplies, growing crops and 
winter plowing and a map of the farm, 
space also Is provided for recording 
tho receipts and expenses of the farm 
business. Tho receipts are classified 
under six main houds while expenses 
aro classified under twelve main 
heuds. 

Among tho features provided In the 
book aro a summary of tho year s big- 
ness, changes In the form business 
suggostoU by tho accounts, directions 
tor finding the Income from each kind 
of livestock, records of mortgages, 
notes 004 amounts, direction, .bowing 
tho farmer how to find his net worth, 
breeding record., farm note*, and the 
tlino. rate and method of .ceding farm 
■rope In Kentucky.
